The 11 H i! weekly meeting of the Wex- 
ford Centenary Association held on Sun- 
day evening at 108 Talbot street was ren- 
dered more than usually interesting by 
the presence of many representative men 
from the county, who were in town for 
the Parnell anniversary. Mr. P. J. Law- 
lor occujiieil the chair. 

The Chairman in his oi)ening address 
w^comed the representatives of Wexford 
to their meeting, and said that it always 
wos a noble du y for Irishmen to honor 
tlie memory of their patriot dead of all 
generations. It was a duty in the highest 
conception of the term for all peoples to 
perpetuate the traditions of fidelity to 
country which inspireil the best and 
noblest of their race, and no nation on the 
faos ol tbs earth had nobler patriota to 
revere or grsodcr principles to preserve 
than the Iriah. The preaent year amply 
showed the world that those who tried to 
serve Ireland unselfishly had earned and 
were receiv iiiK that enslirinenient in the 
grateful recollection of the people, and 
their principles and cause that emlear- 
niMit in their hearts of their race which 
it tiM fittest honor sad most eadnring 
f^^ nt thst say autn csn dssirs. 
» Mr. O'CrowlcT txp resssd tht plessure 
it afforded him to meet bis exiled fellow- 
countymen in the city of Dublin, where 
that tenacity to national principles so 
characteristic of the Wexford people 
seemed to intensify rather than diminish. 

Mr. O'Gorman said that it was in such 
reuuions ss this that the national spirit 
found renewed hope and the patriotic in- 
spiration recruited vitality. It was, in- 
deed, an extreme pleaaure to see that 
those Wexford men whom destiny had 
cast far from their native homes were 
true to the traditions which made the 
name and fame of their county dear to 
the friends of Ireland and a dread to her 
foes.

The c o nsecration of sA Abbot is a very 
re service in the fnitew States, as there 
are onlv two monastetie^ of this order in 
this country this one l^hd another near 
Dubi^ue, Iowa— and wsl witnessed by a 
large number of clergnand laymen and 
others from this city andltbe anrrounding 
country. A special tn& was run from 
the I'nion depot in the Biorning for the 
convenience of invited gwsta and others, 
making stops at all staticpa, and returned 
in the evening. 

Father Edmond cfciSFBt Ta tfHe third 
.\bbot of this monastery to be conaecrated 
in this oountry since its fonndstion in 
1H48. The first one wss tha Itight Rev. 
Father Rutropia, who came with the 
monks from the .Mibey of La Trappe, 
I'rance, and was consecrated in St. Jos- 
eph's church at hardstowii. He ruled 
the order until IHtiit. when he resigned 
and returned to his native land. His 
successor wss the Right Rev. Father 
Benedict, who wss ceese cr sted st St 
Catherine's church, NewHsven, Ky. He 
reigne<l until 1890, when he resigned on 
account of ilMiealth, and Right Rev. 
Father Kdwards was elected to succeed 
him, and has remained as .\li1iot until a 
few weeka ago, when be resigned, and 
Rev. Fattier Obreehtf-was elected Ms 
successor. 

The new Abbot wss born st Stolzhetm, 

Alsace, in 1S.53. He finished his studies 
ill the seminary at Strasburg, Alsace, and 
was >;radiiated with distinction. Like 
many other patriotic youths of his time, 
he ileterniined to take up arms in defense 
of bis country during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war. Before Iw had a chaaoe to don 
a unifonu the war came to an end. 

Instead of becoming a military man he 
put oil the habit of St. Hernard and 
attached himself to the monastery of La 
Crande, Trappe, I'rance. .\fler pa,ssiiig 
through his novitiate he was admitted to 
simple vows, on the feast of St. Joseph, 
March 19, 1877. In the following year 
he was sent to the monastery of the Three 
Fountains, near Rome, where he contin- 
ue<l his theological studies, and after 
having jwssed a rigorous examination 
was awarded his title of DtK'tor of 
Divinity. 

In Rome he was admitted to his solemn 
vows and WSS ofdained priest. Two 
years later he was sppolnted Vice Procu- 
rstor Geaersl of the whole order, with 
his residence in Rome. Since tliat time 
he has held several high and responsible 
positions ill the order. I'ope Leo XIII. 
ordered him to come to .\merica to solicit 
alms for the historic monastery of Sts. 
Vincent and Anastasius, better known as 
the Three Fountains. He spent four 
years at this work in Now York city. In 
recognition of hU msay services to the 
order he was in January, 1898, appointed 
Superior and Administrator of the Abbey 
of Oethsemaiie. He ai rived there last 



Vesterdav a magnifioeat deaioastntion 
in celebration of the centenary of '98 
took place in the town of Sligo, aays a 

recent issue f>f the Dublin I'reenian's 
Journal. The great display in Dublin on 
Wolfs Tone Day and the wonderful turn- 
out in this country at Carrignagat four 
weeks ago excepted, the demonstration 
held in Sligo waa one of the largest and 
most remarkable and enthusiastic that 
has taken place in any part of the coun- 
try. Tbe-edebrstion was organised by 
the Sligo 'OK Club, of which the Mayor 
of Sligo, P. A. McHugh, M. P., is the 
lesding spirit. .\11 sections of Nationalists 
worked heartily together to make the 
celebration a success. In fact, it may be 
said thst in the town and ooonty of Sligo 
all traces of reeeat dissensioa have com- 
pletely disappeared and there seems to 
t>e a desire all round that nothing should 
l)e done to recall late controversies. The 
nsisted of a procession 
through t'l;' ):.-eis, till 1. lying of the 
foundation stone of the centenary memo- 
rial and a public meeting in the Market 
Square. The town wss decorated in the 
most marvelous manner. The greater 
numl)er of the streets through which the 
procession pas.sed were a regular avenue 
of trees. Large trees were jilanted along 
the thoroughfares, which were thronged 
with people. Flags and banners were 
strewn everywhere and many of the 
houses were omsmeated with evergreens. 
The procession sssembled st the new 
line. 

It wss headed by a largo Iwxly of horse- 
men, who were headed by Mr T. W. 
Carew of Strandhill, who wore his uni- 
form as a Lieutenant in the I 'nited States 
army. Mr. 1'. Median, Thomaa Flana- 
gan, T. .C, and Mr. C. Sweeney acted as 
Chief Marshals of the procession. Every- 
thing passed off in the most orderly and 
satisfactory manner. The procession 
moved by the mail coach road. Pound 
street. Old >Laiket Square, Telling street, 
Thomas street, bridge street, Stephen 
street, Lord Kdward street, Wolfe Tone 
street, John street, Gnttsn street and 
back to the market cross, where the 
fonndstion stone was Isid, snd then on 
to Market Square, where the meeting 
was held. All along the route the streets 
were crowded. At the front of the pro- 
cession were the Mayor of Sligo, M. P.; 
Mr. William O'Brien, Aid. Collery, M. 
P. ; Mr. John O'Dowd and the members 
of the Sligo Corporation, snd they were 
received everywhere with euthnsiasm. 
The splendid brass band of the Sligo 
TemiKrance Societ\ headed the bands. 

The foundation stone was laid t)y the 
Mayor of Sligo at the Market Square. It 
is intended that the memorial shall con- 
sist of a marl>le statue of Krin standing 
on a high pedeatal, on the psnela of 
which tberv are to be bais rsUef medal- 
lions of Wolfe Tone, Lord Edward Pits- 
gerald and Robert Rmmet, the fourth be- 
ing reserve<l for the inscription. I'ndsr 
the foundation stone was deposited a 
hermetically sealed casket containing a 



J. P., to read and move the resolutions to 
be submitted to the meeting.

Because t>f his promi- 
nence in the labor world great interest 
attaches to his utterances, and, while we 
do not agree with him in all things, we 
publish his speech in full, which was as 
follows: 

"In the midst of our rejoicing over the 
success of oar arms, it is well that we 
look to the causes thst brought on our 
war with Spain and consider the questions 

which have grown cmt of it, and the al- 
titude w liicb we, as a litjerty loving peo- 
ple of a great republic, should take in 
regard to them. 

"What has become of the paeans of 
praise for the brave Cubans? Waa our 
charge against Spain in her refusal to give 
the people of thst island freedom and in- 
dependence baseless? If we admit this, 
we at once confess tli.it our war was w ith- 
out just cause; we confess to a most griev- 
ous w rong committed. Where is the spit il 
of holdihg out the helping hand in aid of 
all people struggling for liberty and inde- 
pendence? Where has flown this great 
outburst of onr sympathy for the self- 
sacrificing and lil)erty-loving Cubans? la 
it not strange lli.tl now for the first time 
w e bear that the Cubans are uiiril for self- 
government; that, whether they protest 
against it or not, they must be dominated 
by us.annexed to us, or become a depend- 
ency of ours? 
..•*Alaa! Thcstj 
our money-makers — ^whose only God is 
the almightv^dollar, whose only human 
or divine trinity is dividend, interest and 
]inillt ciinie to the conclusion that if 
poor, sullering Cuba can be handed o\ er 
to their tender mercies, their Deity and 
their deviltry can hold full sway. Theae 
gentry, when there is a question between 
liberty and profit, present or prospective, 
throw liberty to the dogs as a worn-out 
and threadbare thing of the past. 

"If we have intervened in behalf of 
Cuba and driven a fo, eign tyrant from her 
shores, we have at least authority for our 
action )>y the appeals of the struggling 
Cubana. But what of the Porto Ricans? 
They have not asked our intervention; 
they hsve not pleaded for annexation. 
They were invaded as a military neces- 
sity. They number eigl't hundred thou- 
sand people, ai'.d have not been divided 
by tierce conllict. If we give fieedoin 
and independence to Cuba, to which she 
is entitled, is there any justification for 
our enforced conquest sad aauexatjoa of 
Porto Rico? 

"Hawaii we have anne.xed, irrespective 
of the wishes of the people, who w ere not 
asked whether the constitution under 
which they have recently lived meets with 
their approval. .Nor was annexation in 
ita direct or indirect form ever given to 
them for decision. The flag of our ooun- 
try waves in Hawaii over a people sub- 
jected by our superior force, in flagrsnt 
violation of the consent of the governed. 

"In the case of the Phillipines we have 
the ({uestion re|>eated, only in a much 
more aggravated form. 

"There is even now a strife going on 
among the nations of the earth for the 
partition and posaession of Eastern conn- 
tries. Let us take the Philippines snd we 
shall be in the midst of the ooaflict. We 
shall have to follow the taonaiehical pol- 
icy of large standing armies, with im- 
mense navies nut always voliintar\ 1. We 
shall not only have to l>ear the heavy bur- 
dens of debt and taxation exceeding 
that of other nations, but we will come 
to that point against which the genius of 
our institution revolts— compidsofy mili- 
tsry duty. 

"We do not oppose the development of 
our industry, the expansion of our com- 
merce, or the ]HJwer and inlluence which 
the I'nited States may exert i\]><m the 
destinies of the nations of the earth. 
On the contrary, we realize that the 
higher intelligence and standanl of life 
of the American workers will laigely 
contribute toward attaining the highest 
pinnacle of indnstrisl and commercial 
greatne.ss; and these achievements in the 
paths of peace w ill glorify the institutions 
of our republic, to which the grateful 
eyes and yearning hearts of the people of 
the earth will turn for courage and inspi- 
ration to struggle onward and upward, 
so that the principles of humaa Uherty 
aad human justice may be imphuitad in 
their hat:ds. 

"The flag of our republic should float 
over a free people, and must never form 
a cloak to bide slavery, barbarism, des- 
potism or tyranny. America, as we know

Braotad in a Moat HIa- 
torioal Spot 



The demonstration in the city of Cork 
when the foun(lati<iti stone was laid of a 
monument to the heroes of four im|x>rt- 
anl periods in Irish history ( 'UH, ]HU',i, '4H 
and '07), was one of the most remarkable 
that ever passed through the streets of 
Cork. For the first time in recent yeara, 
ao full of diacorda and bittemem, conflict 
and aurprises, we saw Nationalists who 
differ widely on many ]K>ints of doctrine 
and policy united in paviu;; a just tribute 
to the memory of the dead who died for 
Ireland, says an Irish correspondent. 
This unity was possible without a sacri- 
fice of any of those principles for which 
the different sactiona have been ootttend" 
ing in recent yeaas. In thia country there 
can only be one opinion of the unselfish- 
ness and heroism of the revolutionaries 
of the periods named, and though we 
have come somewhat tardily to honor 
their memory, it is beini; done in no nig- 
gard manner, but with earneatness, en- 
thttsiasm and pride. 

In the gnat demonatration on Sunday 
every Nationaliat intereat waa folly repre- 
sented. The corporation and public 
boards, the trades, clubs and associations 

■all joined in the impressive spectacle. 
We order such demonstrations well in 
Cork, and if there were any strangers 
within our gates who, like Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, consider the Irish question 
dead, their eyas must have been opened 
as they realized that it ia not dead nor 
sleeping, but that it is a living, potent 
actuality, ^le problem of the hour, that 
claims solution.
